More About The Kings Mountain 
Graded School. 

In a letter last week to the INTERIOR 
Journal J. W. Acton and M. G. Mur- 
phy made the following statement in 
regard to King* Mountain Graded 
School: At a regular meeting of the 
board of trustees in May. when we re- 
tired a* President and Secretary, Dr. 
Acton informed them that the tax had 
to be levied in June and that Murphy 
urged the necretary to see that the tax 
was levied in fiscal year. This was 
never put before the board in that way, 
but we were informed that we had 
plenty of time to levy the tax and all 
member* of the board were willing to 
levy the tax at any time, but thought 
it not necessary to make the levy so 
early. We did not have a copy of the 
* school law and faded to get one and 
^ were compelled to depend upon the re- 
tiring president and secretary, who did 
have the school law for information. 
In their letter they aay they retired a* 
president and secretary in May. Of- 
ficers of the new board were not eject- 
ed until the 4th day of June. In Mur- 
phy's statement he said he urged the 
secretary to see that tax was levied in 
fiscal year. On or about July 10th 
when Murphy wa» asked if he knew the 
time had passed to levy tax, he answer 
•Ye*. 1 knew it had to be levied 
in June but didn’t think there was any 
use saying anything about it.” We 
are sorry the tax was not levied but are 
willing to boar our part of the criticism 
and expect other members of the board 
to do the same.

The bill for a prohibition amendment 
to the Constitution came up in the Ala- 
bama House.

COVER IS A THING OF ART 



The Great Animal Artist, Georgs Ford 

Morris, Has Contributed Hit Genlue 

to Give a Fit Setting For Sumptuous 

Work— Over $25,000 to Be Given 

Away. 

Th catalog of the big Blue Grass 
Fair, which Is to be held at Lexington 
the week of August .Mb to 14th, has 
been Issued. It Is a biok of peculiar 
Interest to sll Kentuckians and Is more 
extensive than the catalog of any pre- 
vious fair ever held at Lexington. The 
cover Itself Is very attractive. It Is a 
design especially drawn by the great 
animal artist, George Ford Morris, and 
Is arranged In panels. The top panel 
shows the four classes of cattle which 
are of particular Interest to Kentuck- 
ians, namely, the Shorthorn, the Here- 
ford and the Aberdeen-Angus of the 
beef breeds, and the Jersey of the 
dairy breed. The lower panel, which 
Is of corresponding size, shows the 
four recognized classes of horses 
which the Hlue Grass Fair Includes in 
its premium list, namely, the thorough- 
bred, the standard bred and the flve- 
galted and three-galtcd saddle horse. 
The side panels give excellent pictures 
of sheep and hogs. 

Over $25,000 to Be Given Away. 

The premium list calls for a total 
distribution of more than Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars, which Is equitably 
divided among the varied classes of 
lire stock. The most of this money Is 
naturally offered for horses, because 
the Hlue Grass Fair Is conceded to be 
the greatest horse show In the world. 
Breeding classes are offered for the 
three recognized American breeds, the 
thoroughbrd. the standard bred and 
the American saddle horse. In each 
lnslance registration Is made a re- 
quirement of entry. The show classes 
are thrown open to the world. They 
include the flve-gaited saddle horse, 
for which there are twelve rings; the 
three-galted saddle horse with eight 
rings; the fine harness horse with 
twelve rings; the roadster with twelve 
rings, and the heavy harness horse 
with three rings. In addition there 
are premiums for miscellaneous 
classes of horses, such as the run- 
about horse and the plantation saddle 
horse. There are classes for Shetland 
ponies and for ponies other than Shet- 
lands of variant size to be shown un- 
der saddle and to harness. 

Other Live Stock. 

Very liberal provision Is mad? for 
both mules and Jack stock. Eleven 
hundred dollars Is offered for Short- 
horn cattle; five hundred dollars for 
Herefords: six hundred and flfty 

for Aberdeen-Angus; seven hundred 
dollars for Jerseys. There are also 
classes for fat stock, with such provi- 
sions that any farmer who has a steer 
of any merit can And an excellent 
place to enter him. 

Departments for swine and sheep 
Include the most important breeds of 
such stock. A large amount of money 
is offered for poultry. And a depart- 
ment has been added this year which 
should appeal particularly to farmers.
